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REMARKS 

Claims 2-4, 7-8, 11, 15, 30-41* 44-51, and 53-63 are currently pending in the 
application. Applicants thank the Examiner for the noted allowance of independent claim 41 
and dependent claims 53-63. Applicants also thank the Examiner for the courtesies which 
were extended during the telephone interview with the undersigned attorney on June 18, 
2004. During the interview, the Examiner provided clarification on the 35 U.S.C. § 112 
rejections of claims 47 and 2 and confirmed typographical errors in the third paragraph on 
page two of the office action (should read "[i]t is evident that all the pesticides of claim 47 are 
insecticides; therefore claim 46 is redundant" rather than as worded in the office action). 

Independent claim 47 has been amended to specify that the pesticides are in liquid 
form. Dependent claim 2 has been amended to specify that the at least one liquid pesticide is 
formed by heating a solid pesticide to convert the solid pesticide into the at least one liquid 
pesticide. Dependent claim 32 has been amended to recite a dependency from claim 47 rather 
than now cancelled claim 31. Dependent claims 36, 39, and 40 have been amended to recite 
carrier particles as recited in base claim 47. Dependent claim 8 has been amended to correct a 
typographical error by adding the term '"the" 

Dependent claims 15, 31, and 46 have been cancelled. In addition* previously 
withdrawn claims 10, 12-14, 16-29, and 42 have been formally cancelled. No new claims 
have been added. Thus, claims 2-4, 7-8, 11, 30, 32-41, 44-45, 47-51, and 53-63 remain 
pending in the present application* 

35 U.S.C, § 1 12 Rejections 

As noted above, Applicants have amended independent claim 47 to specify that the 
pesticides are in liquid form. Support for this amendment is found in the specification, inter 
alia, at page 13, lines 11-30; page 15, line 3 - page 16, line 29. Applicants have amended 
dependent claim 2 to specify that the at least one liquid pesticide is formed by heating a solid 
pesticide to convert the solid pesticide into the at least one liquid pesticide. Support for this 
amendment is found in the specification, inter alia, at page 15, line 3 - page 16, line 29. 
Applicants have cancelled claims 15, 31, and 46. In view of the amendments to claims 47 
and 2 and the cancellation of claims 15, 31, and 46, Applicants respectfully request the 
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withdrawal of the § 112 rejections. In addition. Applicants respectfully request the 
withdrawal of the rejections of dependent claims 34, 7-8, 11, 30, 33-40, 44-45, and 48-51 
which depend from amended base claim 47.
